The bank'B officers may travel 
under police protection in and out not 
less than three times a year and an es- 
cort will be lurnished for cold remit- 
tances of not less than a thousand. In 
cases where full royalty is paid the batik 
will handle the gold dust and issue 
drafts therefor, which will be payable at 
par at any bank in Canada, or at New 
York, San Francisco or Chicago.

P. C. Larkin & Co., causing $40,000 
damage.

A 
gentleman, who fully believes it to be 
true, said that in the first place Conser- 
vative Benators have a big Burprise 
in store for the government when 
the Yukon bill comes before the 
upper house. It is said an oO'er y/V.l 
bo tabled by Hamilton Smith to put up 
a deposit of $500,000, and aBlcing for the 
contract to build a railway from Teslin 
Lake to Alice Arm. The second rumor 
is one of the gravest importance, and if 
the movement is on, as stated here to- 
night, the bill will no doubt be rejected 
by every honorable man in the senate, 
irrespective of party. It is stated an At- 
tempt will be made to bribe the Can- 
adian senate into accepting tho famouB 
contract, and funds of at least $300,000 
are available for this purpose. No one 
here believes the attempt will succeed, 
but it goeB to Bhow that the men who 
are interested in getting the scheme 
through parliament will Btop at nothing 
to ensure success."

Worcestkr, Mass.. March 12.— The 
entry of Edward S. Teneyck, of this city 
for the Diamond Sculls at the Jlenley 
regatta was drawn up to-day, and will 
be forwarded in time to catch the Wed- 
nesday's mail from New York. He pro- 
poses to row under the colors of the Wa- 
chusetta club, as he did last year. 

THE SUBMARINE BOAT. 

She Acts Satisfactorily in Another Test 
and Will Be Exhibited Again This 
Week. 

New York, March 12.— The submar- 
ine boat Holland was given another pre- 
liminary trial last evening, with J. P. 
Holland, the inventor, the engineer and 
another man aboard. She disappeared 
beneath the water and remained down 
at a depth of about 14 feet for nearly 
half an hour, and then reappeared at 
the surface. It has been decided to ex- 
hibit her in the lower bay next week. 

COUNT HERBERT BISMARCK. 

He Will Not Accept Office in Germany 
While His Father is Alive. 

Berlin, March 12. — The fact that 
Count Herbert Bismarck and hiB wife 
were guests of Emperor William on Sat- 
urday has led to rumorB of his return to 
public life, probably as ambassador to 
St. Petersburg. It is Baid, however, that 
while his Majesty offered Count Herbert 
position "in conformity with hia 
talents and ambitions," the Count de- 
clined, saying ho did not deBiro to hold 
office in Germany while his father was 
alive; to which the Emperor pleasantly 
replied that he could " appreciate the 
sentiment," and the matter was dropped. 

Salisbury's Health. 
London, March 12. — An ominous 
rumor ia in circulation that the Marquis 
of Salisbury is Buffering from Brigtit's 
disease. 



War Therefore Regarded as Inevi- 
table—An Issue Between Wliite 
and Yellow Races. 

London Standard Thinks That tho 
British Are Facing; a Resort 
to Force. 

London , March 12.— The Daily News 
published this morning a suggestive in- 
terview on the Chinese question with 
Dr. Markoff, the EusBian expert. Dr. 
Markoff repudiated the idea that Russia 
intended to annex Manchuria, although 
he thought there was no doubt this 
would come about a century lience. 
" Russia's preBent aims," he eaid, " are 
merely to obtain an ice-free port to 
serve aB the terminus' of the railway 
system, to isolate Japan and to develop 
the vast commercial wealth of China. It 
is absolutely necessary to curb Japan's 
ambition. It is a question of predomi- 
nance between ihe white and the yel- 
low races. If Japan iB allowed to join 
forceB with China, the white races are 
doomed. Russians regard war with 
Japan aB inevitable." 

The Standard, conformably with tho 
attitude it has taken throughout the 
China trouble, complainingly revealaits 
fear that Mr. Curzon in his statement in 
the House of Commons on Thursday wan 
actuated by a desire toatate the position 
in a more agreeable light than the facta 
warranted. It says : " It ia futile to 
preach peace where there is no peace. 
Reading the British protest in the light 
of the ukase promulgated in St. Peters- 
burg two days later ordering the dis- 
bursement of 90,000,000 roubles for war- 
ships, it will be felt that we are getting 
closer to the time when the differences 
may have to ba adjusted by an appeal to 
force." 

BOILERS OF THE NAVY. 

A Member of Parliament in the Trade Says 
That They Are or Poor Type. 

London, March 12.— During the course 
of debate on the naval estimates in the 
House of Commons, Mr, Wm. Allen, 
Liberal member for Gateshead, and 
proprietor of the Scotia Engine Works, 
made a bitter attack upon the new water 
tube boiler in use in the BritiBh navy. 
He called attention to the breakdown of 
the first-clasB cruiser Powerful, which 
he asserted bad not travelled to China 
as fast as many sailshipe. Mr, Allen 
accused the admiralty of rapidly ruin- 
ing the navy, adding that they. did not 
dare to run the ships at lull speed, and 
invited the First Lord of 'the Admiralty, 
Mr. Goschen, to send the flret-claaa 
cruiser Terrible, when commissioned, 
acroBB the Atlantic at full speed, in 
order to test the Belleville boilers. Mr. 
Goschen Baid it was aB impossible to re- 
turn to cylindrical boilers as it would bo 
to return to muzzle loaders. The water 
tube boilers had been adopted by Rus- 
sia, France, Germany and Austria, in. 
short all naval authorities endorsed 
them. 



AN IRON FAMINE 

Predicted for the United Kingdom Because 
of Recent Excessive Consumption, 

London, March 12.— The iron trade 
haB been considerably stirred by an 
article in the Statist, pointing out that 
the exports and home consumption of 
iron have exceeded the whole output of 
the United Kingdom by nearly half a 
million tons, and predicting a big iron 
famine before the end of the yer.r. The 
Statist says : " There ib quite a large 
probability that to make good our de- 
ficient sufficient we may have at no dis- 
tant future to fall back upon America, 
once our largeBt buyer of both pig and 
finished material." 



Swell Doctor in Trouble. ■ 

New York, March 12.— Dr. Trumbull 
Cleveland, a prominent and fashionable 
physician living at 45 West Fiftieth 
street, who is said to be a cousin of tho 
former President, was arrested this 
morning charged with manslaughter. It 
ia alleged that by ignorant treatment he 
caused the death of an infant child of 
Jamea L. Carhart, of 305 Lexington 
avenue.

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WORKING UP TO WAR. 



United States Pluming Itself on 
Rapidity of the Past Week's 
Preparations. 



Ships Offered as Auxiliaries to the 
Nayy— Immense Order for 
Shot and Shell. 



Two Brazilian Battleships Secured 
in England— Military Depart- 
ment of the South. 



Washington, March 12,— While to- 
day was not marked by particularly im- 
portant eventa the history of the week 
just closed will form a record of what 
can he accomplished in a short space of 
time under the spur of necessity to pro 
vide for naval defense. Beginning with 
the appropriation of fifty million to be 
expended by the President without 
limitation, "there followed rapidly 
the placing of orders for enor- 
mous quantities of war supplies, 
the institution of negotiations for the 
purchase of ships abroad, the enlistment 
of men for the navy, the creation of two 
additional regiments of artillery, the 
commissioning of monitors, cruisers and 
rams, the manning of new posts along 
the sea coasts, and Anally the rearrange- 
ment of the great military departments 
to meet modern conditions in military 
practice. 

Hope for the best and prepare for the 
worst about represents tho situation in 
the war and navy departments these 
days. 'The officials express confidence 
that there is to be a peaceful outcome of 
the present threatening difficulty; but 
meanwhile prepare eerenely to meet 
their duty if events should shape them 
selves otherwise. 

A most important and significant de- 
velopment is the decision of the house 
naval committee to place in the naval 
appropriation bill a provision for three 
new battleships, and the conclusion on 
the part of the secretary of war to issue 
an order creating a new military depart- 
ment, including within its confines that 
part of the country which would be in 
all likelihood nearest to the field of hoB- 
titities in case it should come to that. 
The order will create a commotion in the 
South. 

The present department of Texas is 
abolished, and the headquarters which 
have been at San Antonio, Tex., for so 
many years are abandoned. In place of 
the old department is created anew one, 
the Department of the South. General 
Graham, at present commander of the 
Department of Texas, will command the 
new department. This department will 
will include the Btates of Carolina, 
■ Georgia, Florida, Alabama, Mississippi, 
Louisiana and Tex*s. 

The officials of the wardepartment are 
Btraining every nerve to improve that 
part of the defences of the country con- 
fined to their care. It is a mark of un- 
usual confidence in an executive officer 
to empower him to give orders without 
limit for the purchase of war material. 
Yet this is what the President and Sec- 
retary Alger have done in the case of 
General Flagler, chief of ordnance, and 
that officer has not shown any disposi- 
tion to Bhirk this large responsibility, 
but has instructed every concern capable 
of supplying war material such as rapid 
firing guns, shot, shell and material, to 
go to work at full capacity. 

The navy department has now reason 
to believe it has secured the two war- 
Bhipa Amazon and sister ship new build- 
ing in England for Brazil. It was stated 
to the cabinet by secretary Long that 
the attache at London, .Lieutenant Col. 
Colwell, had almost completed tho ne- 
gotiations so far, however, the final noti- 
fication from him that his offer has been 
«ccepted has not yet reached the navy 
department. 

The President held a long conference 
about noon to-day with secretarien 
Alger, Long and Gage. It is presumed 
that the subject of discussion was the 
finances of the situation, a subject which 
could not be fully treated at the cabinet 
meeting yesterday owing to the short 
sesEion. After the conference tho state- 
ment was again made with the emphasis 
that haa characterized every utterance 
on the subject by the President's con- 
stitutional advisers, that up to date the 
administration have absolutely no 
knowledge of the cause of the disaster 
to the Maine, and that it has no report 
of any kind from the court of inquiry or 
anyone connected with it. 

The board of naval bureau chiefs find 
it impossible to pass judgment in Wash- 
ington upon the fitneBB for naval service 
of vessels that may be offered for the 
auxiliary branch of the navy at the vari- 
ous seaports, so they have been aided in 
their work by the creation of a special 
board which undertakes to visit each of 
the ports where ships may be offered and 
make a careful personal inspection of 
the various craft. 

The war talk has had the usual result 
of bringing before the war and navy de- 
partments a perfect flood of suggestions 
and inventions. Many of these are most 
remarkable — balloons, flying machines, 
kites and the like, centipede like steam- 
ers with manifold propellerB, and tor- 
pedoes of fearful and wonderful construc- 
tion. Some of them ate given attention 
and referred to the proper authorities for 
investigation, but not much is expected 
from them. } 

The war department will on Monday 
open bids for one of the largest orders of 
shot and shell for heavy calibre guns 
ever given, including armour piercing 
projectiles and deck piercing and torpedo 
shells. The projectiles aro for the heavy 
fortification guns now mounted along 
the sea coast. Tho purchaso is not to be 
made under tho $60,000,000 defence ap- 
propriation bill, buii is in anticipation of 
the fortification bill, which grantn $940,« 
000 for a reserve supply of projectiles 
and powder. 



KOSSLAND PLEASED. 

Prospect of Larger Appropriations for Trail 
District— Preparations for Exten- 
sive Work. 

Rossi. and, March 12.— Mainly through 
the efforts of the deputation appointed 
by tho Rosaland city council to Interview 
the provincial government regarding the 
public needs of West Kootenay, but 
more particularly the Trail Creek min- 
ing division, the district will receive up- 
wards of $100,000 for public works. There 
iB general rejoicing throughout the dis- 
trict in consequence. Of this sum Trail 
Creek will receive $20,000 for roads, 
trails, a court house and additional edu- 
cational facilities. 

The Lillooer, Fraser River & Cariboo 
Goldfields, owning the City of Spokane 
mine near this city, abandoned it last 
summer to work properties near Revel- 
stoke. They have, however, decided to 
reverse the order of things, and instead 
of operating in northern district will re- 
turn to this camp. Work on the City of 
Spokane will commence in a few days. 

The Le Roi shipped 1,111 tons, and 
the Iron MaBk 78 tons to the Northport 
smelter this week. 

John Kirkup, it is understood, will be 
appointed gold commissioner for the 
Trail district in the near future. 

The B.A.C. ia making extensive pre- 
parations for the commencement of de- 
velopment work on twenty mining pro- 
perties it owna in this camp. W. A. 
Oarlyle is expected to arrive hero early 
next month to superintend the opera- 
tionp. 

Tho appointment of R. G. McConnell 
as provincial mineralogist ia well re- 
ceived in Kootenay. 

PACIFIC CABLES. 

Australian Colonies Resolve to Contribute 
One-Third Towards Line to Canada- 
Rival U.S. Project. 

Melhournk, March 11.— At the con- 
ference of the colonial premiers to-day 
it was resolved that if Great Britain and 
Canada contributed two-thirda of the 
cost of the proposed pacific caole, Aus- 
tralia should contribute the remainder. 

It was resolved also that the proposed 
federal tariff should give preference to 
British products and in default of an 
early federal tariff, that the individual 
colonies should be recommended to give 
Bubstantial preference. 

Washington, March 10.— The Pacific 
cable bill as agreed on by tho house 
committee on interstate and foreign 
commerce provides for the construction 
of a cable from San Francisco to Japan 
via the Hawaiian islands, and grantB an 
annuity of $160,000 for twenty years, in 
consideration of which all United States 
government messages are to be there- 
after and in perpetuity transmitted free. 
The government will also take full pos- 
session of the cable in case of war or 
other emergencies. 

TflE UEKMAN POLICY. . 

Emperor William Alleged to Have Spoken 
Against United States Interven- 
tion in Cuba. 

New York, March 12.— The Madrid 
Correspondencia, according to a des- 
patch to the World, prints to-night the 
following telegram from Berlin, received 
late this evening : 

' I know from a eure source that last 
night at a family dinner party in the 
palace, at which was present PrincesB 
Irene, Wife of Prince Henry, the Em- 
peror s brother, who ia now in command 
of the German squadron in the Far East, 
William II uttered the following really 
etartling words in consequence ot a con- 
versation having arisen in regard to 
Cuban affairs. Tho Emperor, placing 
the hilt of his sword on the table, said : 
' What I declare is that as long as Wil- 
liam It is Emperor of Germany, the 
Yankees shall not take possession of 
Cuba,'" 

Berlin, March 12.— The Berlin foreign 
office has instructed the press to dew 
emphatically that Germany will aid 
Spain in the caae of war with the United 
States. It has instructed the newspap- 
ers to point out that the United StateB is 
txro good a customer for Germany, and 
that Spain has repeatedly shown un- 
friendliness to Germany. 

Corps Disbanded. 
Ottawa, March 12. — Militia general 
orders to-day notify that tho Winnipeg 
Dragoons having become non-effective, 
the corps is struck off the strength of the 
active militia. 

L. P. Kribbs Dying. 
Ottawa, March 12.— L. P. Kribbs of 
Toronto, formerly well known asa news- 
paper man, who has Buffered in health 
recentlv, arrived in Ottawa on Thursday 
and was present in the press gallery at 
the all night Bitting of the Home of 
Commons. A few hours afterwards he 
waa Btriken down with a severe hemor- 
rhage and now lies at the Russell house 
in a critical co ndition .

He Addresses Public Men on the Folly of 
Dealing Deceitfully Willi Them.

" If I had one piece of advice to give a 
public man more than another it is, be 
frank with tho reporter. It haB been my 
privilege and pleasure to come in con- 
tact with and to know a great number 
of reporters. I have steadfastly adopted 
a policy of absolute frankness with them, 
and I have yet to have a confidence be- 
trayed. They have never proved them- 
selves unworthy of the estimate I placed 
on them bh gentlemen. It is tho public 
man who conceals, whose very act of 
concealment is perceived by the re- 
porters (for in the very nature of their 
business they must be quick to per- 
ceive!, it is this very concealment which 
induces the reporter to further conduct 
his investigations and often to get wrong 
what, had he been in the confidences ol 
the man whose manner provoked in- 
vestigation, he would have underatuod 
and written intelligently about. And 
it is in this very manner that much of 
the complaint against the reporter 
originates. Tell the reporters the abso- 
lute truth. Never deceive them."

For Infanta and Children. 
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SHASKEY AND CHOYNSKI. 

Their Fight Declared a Draw After a Brutal 
Exhibition. 

San Francisco, March 12.— The fight 
betweed Tom Sharkey and JoeChoynBki 
at Woodward Pavilion last night began 
and ended like all the fights Sharkey 
has been engaged in, that is, a disgrace- 
ful row. Sharkey's unnillingnesB to 
select a referee until the laat moment 
caused many to look upon the bout with 
suspicion, but notwithstanding this, 
7,500 people crowded into the big 
pavilion when the preliminaries 
were called. Sharkey and Choynski 
were booked to appear at 9 o'clock, 
but squabbling over the referee delayed 
the beginning of tho fight nearly two 
hours. Choynski wanted to let the 
newspaper men name the referee, but 
this did not Buit the Bailor. George 
Green was finally selected, and proved 
himself to be about as bad a man as 
could possibly have been chosen. Be- 
fore time was called the men agreed not 
to hit in the clinch or in the break-away. 

Until the fifth round the fight waa a 
fairly decent one with honors about 
even..' In that round, however, Sharkey 
struck Joe twice at close quarters 
and Bent him down and then 
tried to force him over the 
ropes, ft took tho referee and two 
policemen to drag him away. Choynski 
claimed a foul, but it was not allowed. 
In the sixth round Sharkey again re- 
newed foul tactics, hitting Joe while in 
a clinch against tho ropes. Choynski, 
however, waB game, andj after straight- 
ening himself up, smashed the sailor on 
tho jaw with his right until he was 
groggy. Sharkey then loBt his head 
completely, and repeatedly fouled his 
opponent. Tho crowd howled deriaion, 
but the referee did not Bay a word. The 
same tacticB were employed by Sharkey 
in the Beventh. He pressed Joe againat 
the ropea and struck him at close 
quarters repeatedly. In the eighth 
round Sharkey rushed Joe like a mad 
bull and pushed him clean through the 
ropes, falling on tho platform himself. 
The crowd became eo disgusted at 
this performance that they practically 
forced fhe referee to order the men to 
their corners and declare the fight a 
draw. Sharkey's attitude as he rushed 
across the ring at Green waB ao threaten- 
ing that the police flooded the roped 
arena and escorted him out of it, much 
to hia chagrin. Indeed, he wept from 
sheer diaappointment. It iB not thought 
posaible that Sharkey will ever be given 
a chance to light in this city again. Even 
hiB friends have gone back on him. 
Green seems to have acted as he did 
more from fear than partiality towards 
the sailor. 



GALIANO ISLAND. 

The New Speaker's Constituents Proud of 
the Promotion He Has Received. 

Gal'iano, March 12.— The honor re- 
cently conferred by the memberB of the 
legislative assembly on the Hon. J. P. 
Booth came aB a surprise to the ma- 
jority of his constituents, inasmuch as 
they had not surmised the true worth 
and merits of their member, and friends 
and opponents alike are pleased to think 
that their representative haB proved 
himself worthy of the respecfand confi- 
dence of a whole body of legislators. " If 
you seek my monument, look around 
you " waB the simple inscription on the 
commemorative tablet in honor of the 
renowned architect Wren, whose remains 
rested beneath the great monumental 
pile the creation of his own genius; and 
whilst it is admitted that Mr. Booth un- 
til now has kept himself in the back- 
ground as regarda provincial affaire, his 
moBt intimate friends and those with 
whom he has come in contact during 
the course of a lone public career, have 
always predicted for him a great parlia- 
mentary future^ Governed by a strong 
desire to do what ia fair to hia constitu- 
ents, acting with impartiality in all mat- 
ters pertaining to the good of the com- 
munity and meeting his opponents in a 
Bpirit of friendly argument, he has al- 
ways commanded the highest respect of 
the people. His sound judgment and 
good common sense displayed at all 
times, apart from the conscientious way 
in which he has discharged the various 
duties devolving upon him, will, without 
a doubt, serve him well at the forthcom- 
ing election, when, it may be reasonably 
anticipated, he will be returned to par- 
liament unopposed. 



ALASKAN BOUNDARY* 

Allegation of a Settlement Favorable to the 
United States Contention. 

New York, March 11.— Tho PresB haB 
the following from Ottawa: Sir Julian 
Pauncefoto has informed the Canadian 
ministers officially that he has arranged 
a convention with the United States 
whereby the Alaskan boundary dispute 
haB been settled. Under tho 
terms of the convention the Brit- 
ish government has conceded the 
claim ot tho United States that the 
three marine leagues should be meas- 
ured from the shore of the mainland, 
and should proceed along the shores of 
the inletB which are thus recognized aB 
arms of the ocean, and not aa rivers. 
The contention of the British and of the 
Canadian governments was that the 
three-league limit should begin on the 
oceanward side of the islands and that 
the delimitating line should be run 
across the inlets and not follow the 
Bhoree. These inletB are numerous, 
and extend into the mainland a great 
distance, and the decision therefore is 
of much importance to the United 
Slat^ Tho United States has agreed to 
the en... - -'sining the boundary on 
the limit of Chnkoot Pass and the Whi'e 
Pass, because, in tho Russo-BritiBh 
agreement of 1825, the line of demarca- 
tion waB fixed as one running along the 
tops of the mountains. The decision, 
While not entirely unexpected by the 
cabinet, is regarded with disfavor. It 
was understood that the British govern- 
ment was irritated at the forwardness o( 
the Canadian ministry, but it waB not 
thought that the surrender would be bo 
sweeping aa it iB.

It is moBt gratifying that no industry 
or branch of business shows any re- 
strictions or hindrance, but some have 
been rapidly gaining for the past week 
and more. The railroads are gaining, 
even while speculators are selling their 
stocks, and the demands for products of 
all the great industries ia increas- 
ing. More gold is coming from 
Europe than is needed $10,868,000 tieving 
been ordered during the past week. The 
mcnoy market iB nowhere alarmed 
.or stringent, though reasonably 
•more cautious. The country rests as- 
sured that its industries, almost all itB 
business, the foreign demand its pro- 
ducts and practically all its reBonrcee, 
are beyond tne reach of nny foreign 
piwer, and its honor and foreign Inter- 
■ erests are in safe hands. 

The greatest of all industries are send- 
ing grain forward as it there were no 
limit to the supply. Wheat exports 
have been 4,171,497 bushels, flour in- 
cluded, againat 1,208,171 last year 
from Atlantic and Pacific ports, and 
for two weeks 7,402,730 bushels, 
-against o,010,o4o last year, JGxoorte 
of corn, in spite of smaller yield, "have 
been 7,700,094 bushels in two weeks 
i against 9,336,699 last year, when the 
yield surpassed all records. Wheat de 
clined 2,'.jc but corn did not change dur 
ing the week. Cotton declined an eighth, 
sales of fertilizers indicating less reduc 
lion of acreage this year than wae ex- 
pected.

A FATAL "SNOWSLIDE. 

Dangers or Winter Working in the Koote- 
nays Again Illustrated. 

The New Denver Ledge says of an ac- 
cident whereby W.J. Lade, one of the 
three brothers who own the gold claim 
on Gainer creek, was killed in a snow- 
slide near Silverton on Sunday, Feb, 27: 
" Tne particulars of the fatal slide as 
•told by the companions of Lade who 
were working with him are these: A 
slide had blocked the Four Mile road on 
the Reed-Robertson group and it was im- 
nossible for tho pack trains to come out 
with the ore from the Vancouverandother 
properties. A party of men went up 
from Silverton to clear the roadway, and 
with them was young Lade. Four of 
them were working on the slide when, 
without warning, another elide came 
down and caught all of the men. The 
companions of Lade were not injured, 
though all were more or lees covered by 
the snow. Whan they managed to free 
themselves they Bet to work to rescue 
Lade. One of the party was eent to Sil- 
verton to summon help, and soon every 
man in the camp was on the Eceno. 
After two hours' searching the body wub 
recovered cold in death, 

" Win. J. Lade was a young man well 
liked by everybody. He was hut 10 
years of age. Two of his brothers are 
working at Silverton and the threo were 
interested in some very valuable "pro- 
perties on Four Mile. They camo here 
from tho Lardeau. The Lade family 
have been peculiarly unfortunate work- 
ing in and about mines, The boy's 
father was caught in a premature blaat 
while working a shift to accommodate a 
friend and made totally blind; an uncle 
was killed in a anowtlide, and it waB 
while doing volunteer work that the son 
met his untimely death."

THE NELSON & FORT 

SHEPPARD LAND GRANT. 

There will be a discussion in the houBe 
to-morrow, probably, on the resolution 
of which Mr. William?, of Vancouver, 
has given notice. This is to the effect 
that the government has exceeded the 
powers conferred by " The Nelson and 
Fort Sheppard Subsidy Act, 1892," in 
granting lands to the railway cotnpf ny 
The facts of the caee appear to be that 
there not being sufficient land along the 
line of the railway to allow the land 
subsidy to he given in alternate blocks, 
the government supplemented the area 
in such blocks outof the reserved blocks. 
This shortage of area was due in part to 
the loeathn of a portion of the line near 
the international boundary, and in part 
to the fact that the road being neceBsar 
ily more or less winding, it was a physi- 
cal impossibility to get the requisite sub 
sidy in alternate blocks, of the dimens- 
ions referred to in the act. 

The subsidy act authorizes the govern- 
ment to give a subsidy not to exceed a 
certain acreage per mile, to be taken" in 
alternate blocks of a certain area each. 
It has been contended, and we 
presume will be argued to-morrow in 
the house, that the controlling words in 
this arrangement are those which pro- 
vide that the blocks shall be alternate; 
but we do not beiieve this iB the proper 
construction of the language. The im- 
portant part of the subsidy is the area of 
land to be given. The provision as to 
alternate sections is secondary, and can- 
not be understood in any way to qualify 
the amount of the subsidy. It will 
surely not be claimed that the subsidy 
act meant that 10,000 acres of land per 
mile should be given if as much as that 
could be secured by taking alternate 
blocks, auti that if it could not be eo se- 
cured then the subsidy should be re- 
duced by such amount as the available 
alternate blocks fell short of the whole 
amount. We think the whole language of 
the subsidy must be taken together and be 
construed so as to keep faith with the 
men, who on the faith of the legislature, 
put their money in the railway. We 
think these things will be admitted : 

1st. The legislature intended to give 
10,210 acres per mile for the railway. 

2nd. The Company believed it was go- 
ing to receive 10,240 acres of land for 
every mile of road built, and money was 
invested in the road on the faith of such 
an understanding. 

3rd. The line of the railway had not 
been surveyed at the time the subsidy 
act was passed, and it never occurred to 
any one at the timo that the subsidy 
could not be got by giving tho company 
alternate blocks of tho sizo mentioned in 
the act. 

IE these three propositions are admit- 
ted, it follows that the legislature can- 
not with propriety be held to have in- 
tended that the expression " alternate 
blocks " was used for the purpose of giv- 
ing notice that the subsidy might be leas 
than 10,210 per milo, and waa to be 
read in connection with the expreaBion 
"not exceeding," aa limiting the sub- 
sidy to audi area aa alternate blocks cf 
four miles frontaco on the railway would 
contain. We also think the following 
will be conceded : 

•1th. Tho necessary location of the 
railway ia such that the subsidy of 10,- 
210 acres per mile could not be given in 
alternate blocks four miles Bquare, 

This being the case it follows : 

5th. To give effect to the intention of 
tho legislature and to keep faith with 
the company, the shortage in the al- 
ternate blocks had to be made good 
from other land. 

The opposition must concede the firBt 



four propositions. They deny the fifth. 
We think the country will not agree 
with them. 



AN OHIO CHAPLAIN. 

The chaplain of the Ohio legislature 
made a prayer the other day, which was 
greeted with loud applause. In it ho 
prayed that, if the event of war with 
Spain " that barbarious and bloodthirsty 
nation " should be wiped out of ex- 
istence, the United StateB would yet 
bow to thu Divine will. The inference 
seeniB to bo that, having demolished 
Spain, our neighbors might be disposed 
to try conclusions with the Almighty. 
If the chaplnin had prayed that in the 
event of defeat by Spain the United 
States might be lead to bow submissively 
to the Divine will, he would have been 
intelligible, but we doubt if his ob- 
servation would have elicited much 
applause. We suppose there are priestB 
and other good people in Spain who are 
asking tho Divine blessing upon that 
country in case it shall bo driven to war 
with the " barbarious and bloodthirsty" 
people on the Western shore of the 
Atlantic. The prayers of both cannot 
very well be answered, as those who 
offdr them hope; but we do not suppose 
this will lessen their number or fervency. 

Man is a praying anitral. He is con- 
stantly Booking for aid from' sources out- 
side of himself. We suppose there is no 
human race on so low a Btage of being 
that it doea not expect aid and comfort 
from extra-human sources. It is doubt- 
ful if the most confirmed atheist haa 
over been able to shako himself wholly 
clear from a sense of dependence upon 
agenciea in some way different to and 
higher than himself. He may never 
actually pray, in the sense of addressing 
a petition to a supreme boing, but he 
probably never escapes a sense of de- 
pendence upon the mysterious Unseen, 
whose existence not even the most ex- 
treme materialist can wholly ignore. He 
may surround himself with what seems 
to be an impregnible fortreES of words, 
in the form of elaborate arguments, but 
the influence of the Unseen makes itself 
felt v/ithin the barrier. In one of his 
utterances Colonel Ingeraoll uses the ex- 
pression " God knows that I do not so 
think." No one will accuse'Ingersoll of 
thereby unintentionally admitting hia 
belief in the Deity. The expres- 
sion is little more than a form of 
words, but it implies something more 
It indicates that years of effort have not 
Bufficed to still the cry of his eoul for 
aid from the Unseen. 

The prayer of the Ohio chaplain grates 
rather harshly upon our ears, but it does 
not lack for precedents. David was an 
exceedingly prayerful man; yet we find 
all through his petitions evidence that 
he considered hiniBelf especially marked 
for divine pleasure and that he expected 
the Almighty to recognize tha fact. He 
had aB poor an opinion of his enemies 
as the Ohio chaplain haa of Spain. We 
suppose this proves nothing, except that 
in the forty centuries or so since David's 
time, human nature has not very ma- 
terially altered. 

We do not find it very easy to find 
fault with this Ohio man for his prayer. 
If a man ia full of his subject, he is not 
very likely to concede that anyone else 
may be right. We find in the his- 
tory of all countries instances 
where quite as remarkable peti- 
tions have been addressed to the 
Almighty. Cromwell and his soldiers 
gave examples of grotesqueness 
prayer, which only their evident sincer- 
ity saved from being profane. In the 
records of the Puritans of New England 
we find much of the same sort. Even in our 
own time and our own country weliear 
the most astonishing propositions laid 
down in prayer. Not long ago a leading 
minister in one of tho cities on the 
Coast, in the course of a fervid prayer, 
ejaculated: "For wo know, O Lord, 
that Thou knowest," and then followed 
an elaborate explanation of a disputed 
proposition in theology. Such people 
mean well, but they are not in reality 
praying. They are asserting their indi 
viduality. They are giving expression 
to wishes, fears, hopes and opinions 
They are in no sense of the word seeking 
to get themeelves into harmony with Di 
vind will and in that way fit 
themselves to be tho recepients 
of Divine assistance. Their prayers are 
simply an expression of exuberant en 
thusiasm, of exaggerated hopefulness 
and sometimes of unreasoning fear. 
They feel tho better for them in the 
same way that any one feels the better 
for a vigorous and unrestrained expres- 
sion of feeling. Sometimes they catch 
the fire of their own enthusiasm, they 
see themselves idealized by the very vio- 
lence of their feelings, and with the im- 
petus thus received aro able to do and 
dare things which they would otherwise 
not think of attempting; but they can 
hardly bo truthfully said to bo praying. 
And eo we dismiss tho Ohio chaplain 
by saying that while his language, tho 
burden of his petition and the manner 
in which it was received by those to 
whom it was addressed— for it was un- 
doubtedly intended chiefly for the ears 
of the legislature — shock our ideas of 
r :verence, they were inspired by a spirit 
N which would bo likely to prove a formid- 
able incentive to the people of the 
United States in the event of a foreign 
war. Wo have the habit of Bmilingat 
the claim of superiority made by our 
neighbors, but until it has been proved 
baaelesa by disaster, it will be a potent 
ftctor in determining tho policy cf tho 



The Post-Intelligencer says that Can- 
ada has a cood prima facie claim to the 
territory beyond the summit of Chilkoot 
pasB, and says the only ground of com- 
plaint iB that notice was not given to the 
Washington authorities that we pro- 
posed to take possession. Since when 
did it become necessary to give notice of 
an intention to take one's own property, 
particularly when it was unoccupied? 
If the United States had been in posses- 
sion of land across the Divide, a notice 
would have been proper enough. But 
as it was, tho only thing to be done was 
to hoiBt the flag on tho Bummit. There 
was no aenBe in wasting a lot of time 
over so simple a matter. 

The Wellington Enterprise learns that 
a requisition to Mr. John Bryden, M. P. 
P., asking him to allow himself to be 
again put in nomination for the Nanai- 
mo constituency, is being largely-signed 
and expresses tho hope that he will 
accede to the request. Wo are Euro that 
all who know Mr. Bryden will join with 
us in saying he is an industrious and 
useful member of the legislature, who 
will faithfully and ably represent any 
constituency that may elect him. 

The Richmond Christian Advocate 
BayB the clamor for war never cornea 
from the men who will have to do the 
fighting and bear the loaa of property, 
but from senile retired naval officers, 
congressional demagogues and men who 
want contracts, and adds : " The cheap 
bellowiuga of these cowards disturb the 
stomachs of men who have seen the ruin 
ofa country by reason of this same kind 
of snorting." This is tolerably vigorous 
language for a religious paper. 

The Kaiser is alleged to have declared 
that, as long as he is Emperor ot Ger- 
many, tho United States shall not have 
Cuba. Wo would not bo unprepared to 
hear that this ib true, in spite of the 
statements that the Berlin foreign office 
h»B instructed the press to take a 
friendly attitude towards tho United 
States. The Kaiser has no desire to see 
the power of any English-speaking coun- 
try increased. 

There is said to be a difference of 
opinion among British Columbia mem- 
bers of parliament as to the vacant Chief 
Justiceship. We suggest that in the 
matter of judicial appointments the 
wiaheB of the members of parliament 
should play a very subordinate part, and 
that the ministry should make tho selec- 
tion with a view solely to securing the 
services of the most effciint barrister 
available.

When the London Daily Mail sent its 
youthful correspondent, John VV. Hny» 
ward, into the Klondike country about 
i>ar months ago.it was with instructions 
to pay no attention to what is ordinarily 
knomi as news, but Bend back as many 
stories of thrilling adventure as he could 
pick up. Sensation is what the people 
want about the Yukon country, the edi- 
tor h.ad said, and that's what we'll have 
to givo them . 

" And so I don't want to know any- 
thing about the output, past or prospec- 
tive, or the geological formation of the 
country, or the statistics of the Klondike 
generally, " explained Hayward aB he 
chatted at the New England the night 
before he left Victoria on his mission 
,- I am to thrill the British public, and I 
fancy I can hand them Borne great yarns 
before I get through to Dawson." 

But poor Etfty ward's atartlers have yet 
to be published. The only tale of ad- 
vonture in connection with his" ill-con- 
ceived expedition is to be written of aud 
not by him, for at the laat reports from 
the North he waB dying from pneumonia 
or meningitis, superinduced by expo^ 
sure, at a rude and eeldom viBited cabin 
on the Dyea trail. The only cotnpan 
iona of his solitude are an old Indian and 
hia wife, who do not understand and 
scarcely sympathize with the young 
Englishman. At Dyea it is firmly be 
lieved that the next parties coming out 
will bring news of the correspondent's 
death. 

The case illustrates forcibly the dan- 
ger of sending on such a detail a tnnn of 
limited newBpaper experience — although 
he did accompany the Jackson-Harms 
worth Arctic expedition — and one pos^ 
sesaing not the slightest knowledge of 
the conditions of the country to be pene- 
trated. Hayward bad every confidence 
in himself, and when other correspond- 
ents pointed out to him the dangerous 
folly of some of his plans, hia reply was 
usually a Belf-confident Bmile, or the 
comment " You can't ' string ' me that 
way, you know." 

At Dyea he was warned that an old 
veteran would not trust to the route at 
thatBeaaon. He went on. Further up 
the trail hia Indian guides cautioned 
him again and again, telling him that a 
bad Btorm was in the air, and it waa 
madneaB to attempt the passage of- the 
little lake he had then reached. He per- 
sisted. Then the whirling tempest of 
bitter wind, and Bnow, and ice that cut 
like little knives, overwhelmed him. 
His outfit waa lost, and when he was 
picked up by the Indians returning on 
the cessation of the Btorm, hia feet, lege, 
arms, nose, ears and portions of his body 
were so badly frozen that at first it was 
believed he was past resuscitation. 

He revived, however, after several 
hours, and was borne to the nearest 
cabin on the trail, whose poor accommo- 
dations were freely placed at hia dis- 
posal. There he waa when Herman 
Groth and two Indian companions came 
through to the coast about three weeks 
ago. Whether he will ever he able to 
move inward or homeward from that 
desolate camp in the wilderness, no one 
can say with poaitiveness. Groth thinks 
not.

THE STIKINE RIVER. 

Progress Hade so far by the Expeditions to 
Glenora. 

Hon. Edgar Dewdney, of the Klon- 
dike Mining, Trading and Transport 
Corporation, returned from Wrangel 
yeateru'»v afternoon on the Amur. Dur- 
ing his a: ay at Wrangel he saw Mr. C. 
J. McLeurian, who ia in charge of the 
Corporation's expedition up the rive>, 
and had come down with one of his men 
who was ill. Mr. McLennan reporttd 
that he had fifteen miles of road opened, 
but had halted at that distance up the 
river with his force for the present. 
The Mackenzie-Mann party had over- 
taken him there, and ho intended te let 
them take the lead in opening the road 
further. The party were comfortably 
located on an island. For some distance 
abovo this point the snow waa quito soft 
and froat would be necessary before a 
sleigh rowl could be made. Meanwhile 
partieB having dogs or dragging their 
own sleighs were going along up tho 
river. The travelling was reported to be 
very good abovo the canyon. Along tho 
fifteen miles of road opened by Mr. Mc- 
Lennan's party there were a great many 
people with teams, waiting for a way to 
be broken through the soft Bnow above.

IWO YEAKS FOE INFLECTION. 

Dalton and Kersey, Convicted of Robbery, 
Acknowledge Their Guilt, With 
Variations. 

Richard Dalton and William Kersey, 
the two young men arrested Friday 
night on suspicion of having robbed R. 
H. Haaaen, a recent arrival from Boston, 
admitted their guilt in the matter at the 
police court yesterday afternoon, and 
were sentenced to two yeara in the 
penitentiary. The facta of the . ease aB 
told to the court by Detective Perdue 
were in effect the same as related in yes- 
terday's iBsue of the Colonist. 

When given a chance to say some- 
thing in hia own behalf before sentence 
was passed, Dalton told how he had gone 
into the lavatory of the Queen's hotel 
with Kersey, while Unseen was lying 
there asleep. He did not touch 
him or see anyone else do so, 
but after they had got outside Kereev 
handed him about $200 in $20 bills. He 
did not know that this money was stolen. 
He had never before been convicted of 
any misdemeanor except drunkenness. 

Kersey gave a direct contradiction to 
the statements of his aBBOciate, and 
shifted the responsibility to him. Ker- 
sey came to Victoria some time ago from 
Vancouver, where his parents reBide. 
He had been convicted in Vancouver 
onne on a charge of stealing 40 cents. 

The magistrate, in delivering sen- 
tence, remarked on the youth of the 
prisoners and gave them some good ad- 
vice to think over during the term of 
penal servitude which ia before them. 
Mr. Hassen will recover about $125 of 
the Btolen money, but he is not quite 
sure whether he will be able to continue 
hia journey north on the amount which 
he will then have.

The 
steady, reliablo City of Kingston was one 
of theBe, and for a time she appeared to 
be in tho roverse of a safe poaition, her 
tiller ropes parting aB Bhe waB swinging 
to pass out of port, and tha steamer, in 
consequence, drifted back before the 
gale until eventually brought up at the 
Brackman it Kerwhaif. Repairs were 
made with commendable celerity, but it 
was almost 1 o'clock when the Bteamer 
finally got away with her paBsengers 
and mailB for the Sound. As she has no 
trip to make to-day, the delay will not 
in any way inconvenience the ship — 
although it may the passengers. 

• SOMETHING LIKE A RECORD. 

The steamship Amur, of the K. M., T. 
it T. Corporation, arrived back in port 
shortly before live o'clock yesterday 
afternoon, as sharp on her schedule aa a 
railway train, having made a remark- 
ably fino trip down from Wrangel in the 
record time of 59 hours. Rough weuther 
waB experienced in Dixon's Entrance, 
and there the Cottage City waa passed, 
not in any trouble, but determined to 
remain at anchor until smoother water 
returned. Head winds offered further 
obstruction to speed during the latter 
part of the run, which C.iptain Mears 
declares would have been made had all 
been favorable, in three hours' better 
time. Of the people making the down 
trip on the Amur the beBt known were 
Hon. Mr. Dewdney and hia party. 
There was but one outaide passen- 
ger, a victim of pneumonia, who cornea 
to Victoria for much needed hoapilal 
treatment. Five stowaways also re- 
joiced at the BmartnesB of the paasage, 
two of whom in particular were badly in 
need of a bath when the dock was 
reached, and they forsook the coal. The 
Amur passed a conatant proceasion of 
steam and sail craft both going and com- 
ing, the majority, however, northward 
bound. She went no further than 
Wrangel on the present trip, but is ex- 
pected on her second voyage to continue 
on to Skagway. 

SUCCESSFULLY LAUNCHED. 

With the high tide yesterday morning 
at 3 the new river steamer for the North 
that has been building for Borne timo 
past at the marine railway, Esquirnalt, 
waa successfully launched, with little 
ceremony and no christening. She is 
narticularly well suited to tho work be- 
fore her, having a draught of but two 
and a half feet when fully laden with a 
hundred tons of cargo — or six inches 
light. Who 8he ia for ia etill kept as 
close a secret as the exact definition of 
her route, and the management. Later 
in the day— at 5 in the afternoon— the 
barkentine Wrestler, which haa been re- 
ceiving extensive repairs on the blocks, 
waa reetdred to tho water. She is now 
in thorough sea-«oing condition. 

SEALERS ARE MISSING. 

Two hunting boats with their crews 
were missing from the Vancouver sealer 
C. D. Rand on Monday last, when that 
schooner was spoken by the California- 
bound City of Puebla. The Piiebla re- 
ported on arrival at San Francieco, but 
aB the weather was the reverse of danger- 
ous when the men were missed, and tho 
Hchnoner not far oil" shore it ia altogethi r 
probable that the hunters have rejoined 
their schooner long ere this.

FiilEWDLY HELP. 

The Society Shows That It Has Accom- 
plished Great Good During the Year. 

The Friendly Help Society's annual 
meeting was held yeaterday and the re- 
ports showing the eminently practical 
work accomplished during the year were 
read to an interested gathering of twen- 
ty-five ladies and gentlemen, Bishop 
Perrin and Rev. J. H. S. Sweet being 
among those present and delivering 
brief bnt instructive addresses. 

The address of the president, Mra. 
James Baker, relerred to the satisfactory 
progress made dnring the year. The 
report stated that " Our excellent 
band of. district viBitora continues 
to investigate carefully and re- 
port promptly to the committee 
all caEes which they encounter, of neces- 
sity and distress, and we have no lack of 
willing workers to undertake the charge 
of these rooma and diapenae clothing 
and ordere for work to all those so re- 
ported. Our hands are now much 
strengthened by the succeBB of our ef- 
forts to connect in one harmonious 
whole all the principal benevolent and 
charitable agencies of the place on tho 
lines of tbe movement which had ita 
origin in England thirty years ago, and 
which haa since then been adopted 
throughout Great Britain and America, 
and even in parte of Australia and 
Africa." 

Among the societies working with 
tho Friendly Help are the St. 
Ann's Benevolent Society, the Y. W. 
C. A., the Victoria Home Nurs- 
ing Society, tho British Columbia 
Benevolent Society, and the Salvation 
Army, of all of which the president 
spoke in terms of high commendation. 
The report mentions .too the obligation 
felt to the Victoiia Home Nursing So- 
ciety for the gratuitous and valuable eer- 
uices of a trained nurse, Misa Elkingson. 
The report acknowledged among other 
things the gifts from the public schools 
at Christmas time, and complimented 
the society on the excellent services 
rendered by tho secretary and treasurer. 
The report closed with thanks to every- 
one who had helped the work, including 
the Mayor, Market Superintendent 
Johnson and tho press. 

Mrs. Gould, tbe secretary, in her re- 
port stated that twelve regular meetings 
had been held during tho year; and 
nbout UOO Boparato families and in- 
dividuals had received assistance. The 
financial statement aa presented by the 
treasurer, MiBB Mary R. Lawaon, waa as 
follows :

NOKTH COWICHAN. 

Meetings of the Municipal Bodies-Great Ex 
pectations as to the Mount Sicker 
Mines. 

Somenos, March 10. — Yesterday the 
licensing commissioners met in the 
municipal hall, Duncan; when they had 
taken their seats, as their was no busi- 
ness to transact, the reeve formally closed 
fie court. 

The council afterwards held ita month- 
ly meeting, when the usual routine busi- 
ness was disposed of. The road inspec- 
tor reported on the repairs required on 
the municipal roads with an estimate of 
the cost. As this considerably exceeded 
the probable available funds the council 
went into committee to cut down the 
estimates to practicable proportions. On 
the committee rising, Councillor W. 
Herd introduced the by-law to re-define 
the boundaries of the municipality, 
which waB afterwards read a 'first time. 
The council meets again on April 10, 
when the revision court will be held. 

The board of health also met, but as 
the health officer had nothing to reoort 
the business was of a brief and formal 
character. 

" He gives twice who gives quickly." 
The government has complied with 
gratifying promptitude with the request 
of the council that an engineer should be 
sent up to exploit and report upon the 
rival routes to the mines in Mt. Sicker. 
Mr. Burnett is now on the spot, and is 
proving himself to be the right man in 
the right place, for he is making it quite 
clear that his report will be entirely free 
from bias. The owners of some of these 
mines will have no need to go to the 
Klondike to make their pile; and when, 
in the near future, these properties are 
being fully worked they will benefit' the 
whole neighborhood. The Tyb.ee— 
the mine hitherto most fully de- 
veloped — is showing up splendidly, 
the 8-foot square shaft being in solid 
ore. Shares in this mine will not be 
offered to the public, as there are capi- 
talists in England ready to take it over 
as soon as development work is com- 
pleted. A peculiar feature of this ore 
deposit is the close resemblance in the 
character of the country rock, in the ore 
itself, and in the gangue to the cele- 
brated Mount Lyell mines of Tasmania, 
the shares in which are at the enormous 
price of 1300 per cent, above par. The 
only appreciable difference ia to the ad- 
vantage of the Mount Sicker deposit, 
where the gold value is about double 
that of Mount I yell. 

Dr. F. L. Dickson, who returned to 
Duncan from Los Gatos, California, on 
Thursday last, left again on this morn- 
ing's train for Victoria en route by the 
C.P.E. for England.

Thomas CairnB' farm was the 
next call, and here the painters had 
just finished work on the interior of his 
beautiful castle-shaped residence, and 
the carpenters were buBy putting 
an addition of fifty-four feet to 
the already large barn of 150 
feet x 54 feet. He has an immense 
number of cowb, sheep and pigB, and iB 
a model farmer. Mr. Tom Cains offered 
the party lunch, which they gratefully 
accepted. Next was Mr. Byron Craw- 
ford's farm, where is being erected a 
new wagon shed about 50 feet long. He 
has a thresher and an engine and boiler 
and all the latest farming implements) 
on his premises. The next stopping was 
at Duncan Bros., who keep a store at a 
fine farm at Sand wick post office. They 
have a beautiful place, good land and 
stock of all kinds as well as many barns 
and outbuildingB.

SHIPS FOE PRIVATEERING. 

Spain Has Been Making Preparations to 
Destroy American Commerce. 

Berlin, March 12.— It is well known 
in diplomatic circles that Senor Sando- 
val, the Spanish military agent in Ger 
many, Austria, and Scandinavia, who 
returned to Berlin on Wednesday even 
ing, from a trip, after having made three 
conditional purchases of coasting strain 
ers at Fiumo and two at Pola, with other 
Spanish representatives lias been pur- 
chasing outright or conditionally muni 
tions and vessels for use " against 
American trade. Senor Sandoval, in ad 
dition to the purchases referred to 
which aro intended for the privateer ser 
vice has placed large orders with the 
Krupp gun company during the last six 
weeks and has also appointed a sub 
agent at Trieste to see what he can pick 
up. The Spanish agent is now at Ham- 
burg or Stettin negotiating for several 
cannon and torpedo boats built partly 
for China and partly on speculation by 
the Vulcan yards. He intends to visit 
the yards at Elbing and Schichau for the 
same purpose. 

During the course of an interview on 
Thursday the Spanish military attache 
here, said : " So noon as war is declared 
a large and well equipped fleet of 
privateerB will immediately begin hos- 
tilities against American commerce. 
Spain haB not remained idle since the 
first understandings. Ninety good 
steamers lie in the harborB of Barcelona 
and Valencia ready to sail and do execu- 
tion, and wo have friends, and powerful 
ones, who will assist us, if not with 
men with money; but I, in common 
with the Spanish government, trust 
that peace will be preserved."
